The five-year development plan for Alberta, an¬ 
nounced last week by Premier E. C. Manning, is to in¬ 
clude the erection of 50 modern homes for aged citi¬ 
zens located in 50 zones throughout the province. Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton will get larger homes, each ac¬ 
commodating 800. and the other homes will each ac¬ 
commodate 50 aged citizens. 

Three or four years ago an effort—sparked by 
the FUA locals—was made to interest the County and 
the towns within the county to construct a chronic 
hospital or home for the aged in Vulcan. A chronic 
hospital was ruled out for two main reasons: 1) The 
only construction grant available at that time was the 
provincial grant of $1,500 per bed; and 2) There was 
no operating grant for the operation of a chronic hos¬ 
pital. 

• Homes for the aged in Alberta have been built 
and maintained only by private individuals, as in High 
River, or by service clubs, such as the Lions Clubs of 
Calgary. 

Under the recently announced plan, the province 
will pay the estimated $16 million cost of these 50 
homes for the aged and will turn them over tD the 
municipalities when completed 

The homes will also be furnished by the province 
and, when turned over to the municipalities, are ex¬ 
pected to be entirely self-supporting. 

In planning these homes for the aged, the pro¬ 
vince has apparently taken into consideration the fact 
that older people do not wish to be living too far from 
their relatives—thus the plan to have 50 homes at 50 
different locations in the province. Whether or not 
locations for the smaller homes for the aged have al¬ 
ready been chosen by the province is not known, but 
if it is felt that one of these home3 for the aged could 
be advantageously situated in Vulcan we suggest that 
the local government bodies and interested organiza¬ 
tions make immediate representations to the govern¬ 
ment.
